“When the present improvements 
which are now under construction 
are completed, we will have one ol 
the most up-to-date water works sys- 
tem in the country, and with some 
additional improvements, the cost of 
operating the water works system 
can be greatly reduced. I ain advised 
that a dam can be built across the 
Chattahoochee. river about two miles 
above the present river pumping sta- 
tion. and that water can be conveyed 
from this dam to the present pump- 
ing station by gravity, and that this 
will result in a great saving to the 
taxpayers. I am also informed that 
with this dam across the river, with 
but little cost, machinery can be in- 
stalled for the purpose of pumping 
the water from the river statiog to 
the Hemphill station by means of 
electricity generated at the river 
plant, and that the saving in coal and 
labor would pay for these improve- 
ments within a very few years, and 
the committee on water works should 
consider these improvements at once. 

“T recommend that the services of 
the chief engineer of the planning 
dispensed with, and 
that the duties performed by him be 
performed by the present assistant 
engineer, 

“The cost of maintaining and 
operating trucks and automobiles for 
the city, in my opinion, is too great, 
and every effort should be made to 
reduce this expense. 

“We should all be interested in 
saving as much in all the departments 
as is possible, and let economy and ef- 
ficiency be our motto. 

“T do not recommend any general 
increase or decrease in salarigs, but 
it may be necessary to adjust Valaries 
and in some instunces raise and in 
some instances decrease them: but 
when the question of increasing wages 
or salaries is considered, the first to! 
receive attention should be those men 
and women who are laboring for $100 
a month. or less, and out of this 
amount bave to ‘support their fami- 


lies, 
Air Field Rental. 

“T recommend that the city do not 
Jease the farm on the Brown Mill 
road to be used as an aviation station 
at a rental of $300 per month. I1 
am satisfied that a location can be 
obtained just as desirable as this 
proposed location for less than one- 
third of its cost. 

“I do not propose and do not wish 
to be understood as trying to dictate 
to the general council, and these are 
only suggestiéns I wish to make, and 
I will gladly receive suggestions from 
general council or any member there- 
of at any and all times. , 

“I do not favor any increase in 
assessments of property for taxation, 
but in many instances the assess- 
ments should be _ readjusted, espe- 
cially in the business district, for in 
many instances the small property 
owner is paying more in proportion 
than the business property owner in 
the center of the city. The property 
owner in Atlanta is paying too much 
taxes, and by increasing the rate and 
lowering the assessment, a great sav- 
ing in state and county taxes could 
be effected. 

“Since the limits of the city have 
been extended, it is very important 
to extend along with the growth of 
the city the sewerage and water sys- 
tems, 

“In making the sewerage exten- 
sions, it should be borne in mind that 
sewers large enough to carry the sevw- 
age and water from the streets 
should be placed without having to 
change in a few years. We have made 
some mistakes in placing sewers of 
too small a size in many instances to 
carry the sewage and necessary 
drainage. 

“Likewise, it is necessary to im-

ADVICE BY MAX CAREY. 

“There ig a place on all big league 
clubs for a fellow who can bunt, run 
bases intelligently and score runs,” 
is the advice passed argund by Carey. 

A major league Fal club com- 
posed of nothing but physical giants 
—how far would it progress? 

That’s the poi.t which Carey dis- 
cusses and brings out before the 
naked eyes. Carey speaks from his 
own book of experience. He was a 
ball player with Concordia college in 
1908.. He had never won any med- 
als as a weight lifter. But he was de- 
terminel to stick to the game. He 
was a right-handed hitter but changed 
to the left side for that advantage 
to first base, and the outfield boards 
were never disturbed with his swings 
at the plate. 

“But I knew that the game was 
decided by the runs scored,” said 
Carey. “I went out to develop my- 
self in two departments—base run- 
ning and scientific batting.” 

And Carey in his talk, which he 
hopes will rench the ears and the 
eves of the youngsters mourning the 
absence of the heavywei 
impresses the fact that base running 
and scientific batting are as valuable 
as fence-busting. 


BASE RUNNING NOT A GIFT. 
“Base running is not a gift from 
nature,” comments Carey. “To hit 
a ball as far as Ruth, Hornsby, Wil- 
liams, Reb Russell, or others is a 
valuable donation froim . nature.

DIVORCES IN ATHENS 


Athens, Ga., January 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A total of 228 marriage li- 
censes were issued by Judge R. C 
Orr, ordinary, during 1922, up to 
Saturday noon. December led all the 
other months, despite the fact that 
June is the supposed “month of 
brides.” A total of 32 certificates 
were passed out in December, while 
during June, the second largest 


month, were issued. 
Although the records of the courts 
for the exact number of divorces 


granted during the year were not fer- 
reted out, Clérk E. J. Crawford states 
that not more than sixty final derrees 
were granted during the year, and 
this shows that the number of iar- 
riages far outstrip the number of sep- 
arations in the county.

While the imports were decreasing 
at a rate unprecedented since Ameri- 
ca’s entry into the war, exports were 
going up at the rate of 57 per cent 
The exports, so long negligible, were 
only $54,000,000 for the 11 months, 
against $22,000,000 for the same pe- 
‘riod in 1921, but sofhe officials de- 
‘clare the trend is unmistakable and 
if continued, warrant the assumption 
that the country before many months 
will be sending out more gold than 
it receives, 

Smallest In Years. 

The gold receipts are said to have 
been the smallest in years and indi- 
to some officials enormous for- 
strides in industry and com- 
merce in some foreign countries rath- 
er than a depressed or decreased out- 
soing business or trade for the United 
States. Conditions, however, are re- 
garded as pointing to a continuation 
of the export flow even in the face of 
payments on — of the allied 
debts. 

Detailed figures show a decline in 
the imports from Great Britain but 
department of commerce statisticians 
traced to the strike in the Rand and 
declares there will be a different pic- 
ture shown by the figures on British 
exports to the United States since the 
miners bave returned to. work.
